COUNCIL chiefs have been blasted 
for splashing out £632,000 on PR and 
publicity - and told to ‘Lang their 
head in shame” by a pressure group. 

But Swale council has defended the figures - 
brought into the open this week in a survey con¬ 
ducted by lobby group the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 

It claims the splurge was justified and a nec¬ 
essary expense to keep residents informed. 

The figures were highlighted as they repre¬ 
sent an 89 per cent increase on the figure for 
the previous 12 months of £381,000. 

It was also one of just three local authorities 
in Kent which recorded an upsurge in spend¬ 
ing. The others were Ashford and Sevenoaks 

Of the figure spent by Swale, a total of 
£115,000 was received towards it in the form 
of arts grants. 

But it has invoked the wrath of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, which monitors how local 
authorities spend their cash. 

Matthew Elliott, the group’s chief executive, 
said of the figures across the UK: “It is incred¬ 
ibly disappointing that, despite the economic 
downturn and the loss of millions in Icelandic 
banks, UK local authorities are still spending 
nearly half a billion pounds a year. 

“While we salute the 218 councils who have 
cut spending on publicity, the 224 councils who 
have increased spending should hang their 
heads in shame. 

“In the middle of a recession, councils need to 
cut back on propaganda and spin doctors and 
deliver savings to taxpayers.” 

A Swale council spokesman defended the 
spend however. 

They told Yourswale: “The figures quoted 
have been audited and are an accurate record 
of Swale council’s spending on advertising and

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Police are on 
the lookout for

A BID to recruit more spe¬ 
cial constables has been 
launched by police. 

The Mid Kent division is looking 
for more officers to patrol Faversham 
in addition to Sittingboume, the Isle 
of Sheppey and Maidstone. 

Police say they are looking for any¬ 
one who has an interest in working 
with the community to step forward 
and learn what the job entails. 

Karen Reeves, who works full-time 
in a medical centre in London and 
also has two children, has been a 
“special” for four years and highly 
recommends it. 

She said: “I joined initially to see 
what it was like because I had an 
idea of taking on a full time career in 
the police. But now I think it comple¬ 
ments my other work well. It is var¬ 
ied, we help at special events such as 
carnivals and other gatherings, but 
we are also part of the response 
teams and so attend incidents.” 

Ms Reeves said she derives satisfac¬ 
tion from helping people when they 
are in potentially volatile situation. 

She said: “The role stretches me in 
a way that my nine-to-five job does¬ 
n’t to be honest. I feel I have a partic¬ 
ular affinity when it comes to dealing 
with victims of domestic abuse, 
which is an all too common problem. 

“You can’t be judgmental - every¬ 
one has a reason for doing what they 
do and you need to be able to commu¬ 
nicate with them. 

“I like to leave an incident feeling 
that I have made a difference and 
helped someone who needed assis¬ 
tance. That to me is the satisfaction 
of the job. 

“One thing which is vital for any¬ 
one even considering joining is a 
sense of humour - that can diffuse so 
many difficult situations and pre¬ 
vent possible problems escalating.” 

She said the job also gives her an 
insight into herself: “I’m 40 now and 
I think this challenge has been an 
important part of me finding out 
more about who I am. 

“It has given me confidence in 
other areas of my life - when it

comes to confrontations in my day 
job I feel I can cope very well. Also if 
I have had a bad day at work I can 
put things into perspective. 

“There is no way my bad experi¬ 
ences are comparable to what I have 
seen other people going through.”

publicity. Under the umbrella of adver¬ 
tising and publicity come a variety of 
legal notices we have to advertise by 
law, such as job advertisements and 
site notices for planning applications. 

“We also need to ensure that resi¬ 
dents of Swale are better informed 
about how to access the services that 
we provide - for example, the launch of 
the twin bin scheme. 

“Statistics show the Department for 
the Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (DEFRA) has established Swale 
council is one of the top ten councils 
with the largest decrease in waste aris- 
ings per head’ when based on the previ¬ 
ous year, 2007-2008, which is down to 
residents being better informed. 

“We have also an improved, and 
more frequently published, residents’ 
magazine, Inside Swale, which also 
keeps Swale residents up to date about 
the council’s services.” 

The figures also revealed that Kent 
County Council spent close to £5.7mil- 
lion on publicity during the same peri¬ 
od - representing a drop of £904,000 on 
the previous year’s figure.

Councils join forces 
to drive efficiency 

SWALE council is to join forces with its 
Ashford counterpart to provide a prop¬ 
erty partnership which both local 
authorities say will increase efficiency.

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Plans to double sites 
for travelling families

A ROW has erupted after Kent 
County Council called on the num¬ 
ber of sites proposed for gipsies and 
travellers in the borough to be dou¬ 
bled. 

And it could mean Swale gets twice the num¬ 
ber of sites it is required to provide under 
Government policy - and the biggest number in 
Kent. 

Now councillors have attacked the move say¬ 
ing they fear suitable facilities for the travelling 
community may not be easy to set up. 

The latest row follows a statement from min¬ 
isters that “new pitch provision be shared more 
widely between local authorities”. 

As a result, the South East England Regional 
Assembly (Seera) - which represents councils 
and communities across the region - proposed 
four options. One included Swale providing 20 
new pitches. 

But Kent County Council has responded with 
another suggestion - that the number be dou¬ 
bled to 40. 

The proposals are now being considered by 
Seera, which has to put one to the Government. 

The final decision will rest with the Secretary 
of State and it will not be taken until 2010 at 
the earliest. 

A KCC spokesman said the increase was nec¬ 
essary. “To our knowledge there are more than 
20 families living on the roadside and in poor 
quality accommodation in the Swale borough at 
present,” the official said. 

But Labour local and county councillor Roger 
Truelove attacked the move. 

He said: “What KCC is saying is they want to

have responsibility spread more evenly 
throughout the South East with the inevitable 
movement of travellers to areas to which they 
have not been traditionally associated. 

“But within Kent itself they do not want to 
see the same redistribution and insist on hav¬ 
ing more pitches to ‘reflect local need’ in Swale. 

“Under the proposal by KCC, Swale is 
required to have more pitches than anywhere 
else in Kent. 

‘We need to look at that - not least so that we 
can provide the facilities travellers need.” 


Party colleague and fellow county councillor 
Angela Harrison echoed his comments. She 
said: “I have always taken a responsible atti¬ 
tude to finding appropriate authorised sites in 
Swale, but believe that creating sites in the 
middle of urban areas, just because there hap¬ 
pens to be a spare piece of land, is not the way 
to go about it.” 

Different figures under examination by Seera 
propose between 200 and 320 pitches in total 
across the county with the figure in place by 
2016. 


Party season leads to 
drink-drive arrests 

WEEKEND partygoers are being 
blamed for the latest haul of arrests in 
Mid Kent police’s Christmas drink-drive 
crackdown. 

Eleven arrests were made at the week¬ 
end for drink driving and police are keen 
to reiterate the message to revellers that 
those taking a risk behind the wheel will 
not be tolerated. 

One person from Teynham and one 
from Faversham face charges relating to 
the crackdown. There were a total of 13 
drink drive related arrests across Swale 
last week alone. 

PC Warren Jarvis said: “There has 
been a noticeable trend that the greatest 
numbers of drink-drivers are being 
picked up at the weekend, even though 
our officers have been at dedicated 
hotspots throughout the week. 

“I believe this can be explained by the 
greater number of people enjoying a festive 
drink, but even the odd lunchtime pint 
could affect your ability to drive safely. 

“The effects can include slower reac¬ 
tions, poorer judgement of speed and dis¬ 
tance and a reduced field of vision. 

“Alcohol also tends to make you feel 
over-confident and more likely to take 
risks, which increases the danger to all 
road-users including yourself.”

Domestic violence 
crackdown to be 
police priority 


EFFORTS to help businesses 
fight back against the economic 
situation have been unveiled by 
council chiefs. 

Swale council is behind a move to 
improve co-operation between busi¬ 
nesses and important partners, such 
as Kent Highways and the police, 
with a series of special surgeries. 

Taking place across Swale in the 
New Year, the Gatefield Hall in 
Faversham will host its session on 
February 24 from 8am to 11am. 

The crunch-busting surgeries will 
outline assistance available from 
the likes of Business Link and be 
attended by senior council officers. 

Among them will be Cllr John 
Wright, Swale’s portfolio holder for 
regeneration, along with officers 
from a range of council services, 
including planning, business rates, 
food and health and safety, licens¬ 
ing, and regeneration.

County Council Highways will also 
be available to speak to, along with 
representatives from business 
organisations.

A DEDICATED patrol car will take 
to the streets over the festive season 
as part of a police effort to crack¬ 
down on domestic violence over the 
Christmas period. 

It will be on call during peak times 
to respond to reports of incidents in 
the home as police step up efforts to 
nip any problems in the bud. 

With the added pressure 
Christmas can apply to some house¬ 
holds, it is traditionally a time when 
the number of incidents increase. 

Detective Inspector Caroline 
Nyman, who is co-ordinating the 
Swale operation in conjunction with 
other local domestic abuse services 
said: “Christmas can often be a diffi¬ 
cult time for many families, with the 
extra pressures that the festive sea¬ 
son places on all of us and is a peak 
time for domestic abuse offending. 

“It’s vital that victims of domestic 
abuse realise they are not alone. 
There are many services out there 


which are able to help, especially 
over the festive season when situa¬ 
tions can get out of hand. 

“Christmas is well known for a 
significant rise in domestic abuse 
cases with families spending more 
time than usual together and the 
potential of some people drinking to 
excess. 

“Contacting the police is not the 
only answer though and there are a 
whole host of services available to 
people experiencing domestic abuse. 
I would urge those victims of domes¬ 
tic violence to seek out this help and 
not to suffer in silence, as not doing 
so could lead to an escalation of the 
situation.” 

Following welfare checks by offi¬ 
cers to those at risk of domestic 
abuse, further offences have been 
disclosed and a 30-year-old man has 
been charged with breaching a 
restraining order was remanded 
into custody.

Green plan withdrawn 
before red Bght given

AN application to build a pioneer¬ 
ing green holiday village - com¬ 
plete with electric cars - has been 
withdrawn after council planners 
recommended it should be thrown 
out. 

Now the applicants have vowed to redraft 
and resubmit the application for a site 
between Whitstable and Heme Bay. 

The plans include permission to build seven 
modular cabins, each with their own electric 
car, around a central hub with a wind turbine 
and recycling facilities at Red House Farm, 
close to Chestfield. 

The project is the work of Sittingboume- 
based architect firm Space Shuffle. Architect 
Patrick Kennedy-Sanigar said he is disap¬ 
pointed with the report, intended for members 
of Canterbury’s planning committee, claiming 
it contained several inaccuracies. 

He said: ‘We were prepared to present the 
Red House Farm application to the planning 
committee but when the officer’s report 
became available it included so many inaccu¬ 
racies we didn’t feel we could overcome the 
recommendation for refusal in our three- 
minute presentation. 

“Basically we would not have had a fair 
crack of the whip. We withdrew the applica¬ 
tion for Red House Farm so we would have 
time to clarify and correct the inaccuracies 
before the application is considered by the 
planning committee.” 

The main criticism levelled at the proposals 
concerned its location, which, planners 
argued, would be contrary to guidelines about

maintaining separation between Heme Bay 
and Whitstable. 

The report reads: “The proposal is for an 
inappropriate residential development in the 
open countryside in an isolated location. 

“The site lies in the green gap separating 
Heme Bay and Whitstable where the develop¬ 
ment encroaching onto open countryside 
would be resisted.” 

Planners also said although the council 
wanted to encourage developments providing 
tourist accommodation, the isolated position 


and lack of public transport would force too 
much reliance on private cars. However, Space 
Shuffle argue that private electric cars, with a 
range of about 60km, would be provided with 
each cabin, allowing visitors to come and go as 
they please having charged up their vehicles 
with electricity generated by the wind turbine. 

Officers also raised questions over the visual 
impact of the development, although the site is 
currently occupied by several unauthorised 
mobile homes which would be removed as part 
of the plans.

Firmin, was loved by generations and did a 
great deal in the early days of television to 
raise the profile of children’s television. 

“The exhibition has provided a wonderful 
opportunity to re-assess the range of work 
Oliver and Peter produced. From Ivor the 
Engine and Noggin the Nog to the Clangers 
and Bagpuss, their low-budget approach 
required great visual inventiveness and 
helped to create a wonderfully humorous 
interplay between story and image.” 

Mike Butler, Canterbury Christ Church 
University’s arts manager, said of the exhibi¬ 
tion at the gallery on St Peter’s Street: “It’s 
been brilliant. We’ve had about 3,000 visitors 
in five weeks - it’s been one of the most pop¬ 
ular shows we’ve ever had.” 

The exhibits were part of an exhibition 
called Animate - The Birth of Cartoons for 
British Television, being held in the gallery 
by Christ Church University. 


THE Sidney Cooper Gallery has 
called its recent exhibition featur¬ 
ing work by the late Oliver 
Postgate “one of the most popular 
ever”. 

More than 3,000 visitors have come to pay 
homage to creations which defined the child¬ 
hood entertainment of several generations. 

Oliver Postgate was the co-creator of 
Bagpuss, the legendary children’s television 
series, as well as other favourites The 
Clangers, Noggin the Nog, Ivor the Engine 
and The Pogles. 

The 83-year-old died last week at a nursing 
home in Broadstairs and is being mourned 
as a national hero of children’s television. 

Mr Postgate lived near Peter Firmin, the 
other creator of the much-loved characters, 
in Blean, for much of his life. The area has 
influenced their work in extraordinary ways. 

Filming for The Clangers was done in 
sheds and barns in Blean, the Pogles were 
filmed in Blean Woods; Bagpuss’ shop win¬ 
dow is Peter Firmin’s house window and 
locals were an integral part of the process. 

Peter Firmin said: “Local farmers and 
woodsmen and all sorts of people got badg¬ 
ered into taking part in this thing.” 

Professor David Hayward, head of art at 
Canterbury Christ Church University, said: 
“Oliver Postgate’s work, along with Peter

CHARITY: Donate your unwanted computers 

Helping kids in 
Africa is PC 

A CHARITY wants families buying new 
computers this Christmas to donate their 
unwanted laptops and PCs to schoolchild¬ 
ren in Africa. 

Africa has the lowest ratio of computers 
to people in the world and most residents 
and organisations, even schools, cannot 
afford them - meaning only the wealthy 
have access to IT equipment and training. 

Computers 4 Africa, based in Maidstone, 
has been running appeals for used PCs, lap¬ 
tops and other IT equipment across the UK 
since 2006 and has shipped around 3,400 
items to schools and community projects in 
Africa. 

Benefit 

Avril Mhundura, a spokesman for the 
charity who is originally from Zimbabwe, 
said if people in Kent were thinking of buy¬ 
ing replacement computers for their fami¬ 
lies this Christmas their unwanted equip¬ 
ment would be of great benefit to schools 
and families in Africa. 

“There are so many upgrades and new 
technology being developed and becoming 
available all the time in the UK,” he said. 

“Sometimes people change their equip¬ 
ment every two years but the systems will 
still be good enough to be used in Africa.” 

The charity ships the donated computers 
to a training college in Dar es Salaam, the 
commercial capital of Tanzania. 

Students use them as a learning resource 
- checking they are still working after ship¬ 
ping and installing operating systems 
before they are re-distributed to schools.

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County review in 
wake of Baby P 

CHILD protection procedures are being 
reviewed by Kent County Council in the 
wake of the tragic death of Baby P. 

The case of the 17- 
month-old Haringey 
tot shocked the nation 
and brought demands 
for better protection of 
youngsters. Cllr 
Leyland Ridings, KCC 
cabinet member for 
children, families and 
education standards, 
said: “Managing risk is 
the most difficult area 
in social work, particu¬ 
larly for vulnerable children. Kent has a tra¬ 
dition of having a committed and highly com¬ 
petent workforce, but the challenges are 
unremitting. Members and senior officers 
are mindful of the duties and responsibili¬ 
ties of children’s services and the need to 
make sure these are continually reviewed 
and have the right resources. 

“We have a team of social work profession¬ 
als dedicated to the welfare and wellbeing of 
children and young people, alongside part¬ 
ners from other agencies. We are also com¬ 
mitted to investing additional resources 
into child protection. We owe it to every 
child in Kent to do so, and also to our staff 
whose profession is under intense scrutiny.” 

The review has cross-party support. 
Labour group leader Cllr Mike Eddy said: 
‘We are all thinking along the same lines. 
There is no room for complacency where 
vulnerable children are concerned”. 

KCC chief executive Peter Gilroy is carry¬ 
ing out a review of safeguarding procedures 
and will report early next year. 

Two men were found guilty of causing or 
allowing the death of Baby P, and the 27- 
year-old mother of the boy pleaded guilty to 
causing or allowing his death.

Police bid for share of 

£8m stun gun funding

TASER stun guns could become a 
common sight on the county’s 
streets if a Kent Police bid for 
Government funding is successful. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said the 
force would be making a case to the Home 
Office for a share of the £8 million funding 
that has been made available to increase the 
use of the weapons across the country. 

Tasers are already in use on the streets of Kent 
but only by 80 specially trained firearms officers 
since they were introduced in October, 2007. 

“In the vast majority of cases Tasers have 
not been fired because pointing the red dart at 
someone’s chest has been enough to deter 
them from carrying out a violent attack on offi¬ 
cers or the public,” Mr Fuller told a meeting of 
the Kent Police Authority (KPA). 

“Their use has been very successful. They 
are an important tool and prevent a higher 
amount of injury than would occur if officers 
used other weapons available to them.” 

The force will apply for the funding before 
the end of December. The move comes despite 
a request from the KPA for a debate about the 
wider use of Tasers and firearms, which will 
not take place until February. 

Mr Fuller was keen to increase the number 
of Tasers available in Kent after Jacqui 
Smith, the Home Secretary, announced last 
month that 10,000 of the weapons would 


be made available nationally after a successful 
pilot programme. Statistics from the national 
trial show that in 75 per cent of cases the 
weapon was drawn but not fired. 

In Kent, police have never stunned anyone 
with the weapon. Between January 1 and 
August 31, this year, Tasers were drawn - but 
not fired - 13 times, the county force’s statis¬ 
tics show. 

However, in response to Ms Smith’s announce¬ 
ment, the Metropolitan Police Authority said it 
would not immediately take up the offer 
because it has the “potential to cause fear and 
damage public confidence” in the police. 

Mark Gilmartin, chief executive of the KPA, 
said after the meeting: “If there is a chance of 
extra Home Office funding, I understand why 
the Chief Constable would not want to miss 
the deadline for bidding, because if we miss it 
we will have to fund it ourselves. 


“Unfortunately, the authority will not meet 
again until February for a proper debate on 
the wider use of Tasers.” 

Tasers, which are shaped like handguns and 
cost about £750, fire barbed darts charged 
with 50,000 volts to stun an attacker. 

The weapons are already widely used by 
police forces in North America. 

Amnesty International submitted a report to 
the US Justice Department last year raising 
concerns about the safety of using of electro¬ 
shock weapons in law enforcement and the 
potential for abuse. The human rights organi¬ 
sation investigated more than 290 deaths, 15 
of which were in Canada, following jolts from 
police Tasers since 2001. 

A Kent Police spokeswoman said officers 
armed with Taser guns can only be deployed 
with the approval of an Assistant Chief 
Constable or the Chief Constable.

FOUR districts which are taking 
action to reduce carbon emissions 
have scooped a share of Kent 
County Council’s £10,000 Low 
Carbon Challenge Fund. 

The villages and their schools are being 
rewarded for ideas including a doorstep cam¬ 
paign to encourage energy-saving in the 
home and a Grow Local initiative to decrease 
food miles. 

The cash awards were announced as KCC 
published two bumper documents online to 
help even more communities and schools 
across Kent go for low carbon. This is part of 
KCC’s action on climate change. 

The 90-page communities toolkit and 
schools climate change action pack was 
launched at Eastchurch Primary School on 
Warren Road, a flagship eco-school on the 
Isle of Sheppey. 

Other communities which have pioneered 
low carbon are Elham, near Folkestone, 
Hadlow, near Tonbridge, and St Margaret’s- 
at-Cliffe, near Dover. 

Eastchurch is going to put its share 
towards providing low-energy street lights, 
while St Margaret’s is looking again at the 
feasibility of using renewables. 

KCC environment, highways and waste 


member Keith Ferrin said: “I know there are 
many communities and schools in Kent that 
want to take action to reduce their carbon 
footprint. 

“The pilot project has produced the most 
comprehensive and practical guides to set¬ 
ting up a low-carbon community. I would 
encourage others to follow their excellent 
example.” 

The county’s education chief Leyland 
Ridings added: “Children are good at grasp¬ 
ing the importance of taking action to 
improve their environment. The schools 
action pack will help them learn how to cre¬ 
ate a better place to live and work.” 

Children at Eastchurch have thoroughly 
taken to the idea, according to their teachers. 

The low-carbon communities project was 
developed with the non-profit Kent Energy 
Centre. The centre’s county co-ordinator 
Mike Bundy said: “It is refreshing to work 
with communities that have a real under¬ 
standing of the urgency to reduce carbon 
emissions and save energy. 

“In the short term energy costs will fluctu¬ 
ate up and down but in the medium to longer 
term the cost of energy will invariably 
increase as availability of supply reduces. 

“If we can start now to both save energy 
and develop the market for alternatives to 
fossil fuels we have an opportunity to both 
make existing supplies last longer and pro¬ 
tect the environment from the damaging 
affects of climate change.”

And now Oliver is asleep 
his loveable puss lives on 


THE death of Oliver Postgate last 
week was probably a mere blip on 
the radar of those who have yet to 
stagger past the 30-year milestone 
of life thus far. 

His name will have carried little weight. 
Merely the man behind Bagpuss - a character 
on keyrings and mugs in those big card shops. 

Yet Oliver Postgate - along with Peter 
Firmin - conjures up not just memorable char¬ 
acters for those of us of a certain age, but of our 
childhood itself. Of a time when there were 
only three TV channels. Of a time before 24- 
hour kids’ programming. 

A BBC children’s schedule which would 
kick-off with something for the toddlers and 
wrap-up with either Blue Peter or Grange Hill 
by 5.30pm. A time when the height of cartoon 
sophistication was Roobarb; a show which had 
enough charm to make its theme music still 
instantly recognisable all these years later. 

A time before Philip Schofield and his broom 


cupboard, a time before Geoffrey from 
Rainbow became a walking wrinkle, when 
John Noakes was the action man you aspired 
to be, and Neighbours was less than a glint in 
the eye of an Australian TV executive. 

What Postgate and Firmin brought to our 
screens was not only wholesome, family- 
friendly entertainment, it was funny, non¬ 
patronising, and as endearing to the parents 
as it was the children. 

I defy anyone to sit before an hour of chil¬ 
dren’s TV today and not be repelled by the con¬ 
stant noise, colours and just plain silliness 
which assaults your senses. 

I read, in the days following his death, of 
Peter Firmin explaining they wrote scripts for 
their shows for themselves - and not for chil¬ 
dren. He described it as ‘selfish’. It was any¬ 
thing but. What they brought was a magic 
which enriched our young lives - and now 
enriches the lives of our children who find 
themselves handed DVDs of their shows and 
told to watch on the grounds ‘I used to enjoy 
this when I was your age’. 


Take Ivor the Engine. Immediately I want to 
impersonate the shur-ti-pug noise the wheels 
would make. Or, indeed, make a rather poor 
attempt at the gentle Welsh accent it featured. 

Sophisticated illustration it was not. Yet the 
stories and lightness of touch were a joy to 
behold. 

But, of course, it is Bagpuss who is their 
best-loved and remembered creation. 

So many words have been written about the 
saggy old cloth cat, I will not repeat them here. 
But I am sure I cannot have been the only one 
to still find a special pleasure in watching the 
mouse and their chocolate biscuit machine - 
an invention that when you are five appears to 
be the greatest thing in the world. 

Oliver Postgate and Peter Firmin’s work¬ 
shop in Kent delivered the TV equivalent on a 
chocolate biscuit. And all these years on their 
output is as tasty as ever. RIP Oliver.

So you wouldn't advise anyone with an interest in 
the First World War to visit? 

No - not at all. It's not worth it. 


Petition signed to

Friends reunite to form almost new band 



ORIGINAL members of The 
Jam will be going under¬ 
ground once again as they 
bring the band’s classic hits 
back to the stage. 

Bruce Foxton and Rick Buckler 
decided to go on the road as From 
The Jam after a chance encounter 
back in 2006. Both their bands 
appeared on the same bill and the 
pair were asked to perform some of 
their old hits together. 

The gig went so well - for both 
audience and performers - that the 
old friends decided to get back 
together and see how things went, 26 
years after the band split. 

With 18 consecutive UK hit singles 
and a timeless back catalogue under 
their belts - including songs such as 
That’s Entertainment and A Town 
Called Malice - the pair have a rich 
history to revisit. 

Bassist Foxton essentially joined 
the line-up of Buckler’s band The Gift 
and, along with Dave Moore on gui¬ 
tar and keyboard and lead guitarist 
Russell Hastings performing vocals, 
announced a tour last year. 

Tickets sold out within days and it 
was clear that fans were just as keen 
to hear the music again as Foxton 
and Buckler were to play it.

Weller. After being constantly intro¬ 
duced to people as “Bruce Foxton 
from The Jam”, it was the obvious 
candidate for the ‘new’ band’s name. 

Formed in 1972, The Jam shared 
the outlook of many bands of the era 
and their songs often carried strong 
political and social messages. 

But they refused to follow the punk 
fashion and marked themselves out 
from the crowd with their sharp 
suits, which earned them the label of 
mod revivalists. It could be argued 
that this image impressed audiences 
who might have felt alienated by 


their outrageous contemporaries. 

Following The Jam’s split in 1982, 
Foxton worked as a solo artist before 
spending 15 years with Stiff Little 
Fingers, during which time he 
recorded four albums with the band. 

A reunion had not been on the 
cards for The Jam at any time before 
Foxton and drummer Buckler 
bumped into each other two years 
ago, but Paul Weller has made it clear 
he will not be joining them. 

There are no hard feelings from his 
former bandmates, however, who are 
delighted with Hastings’s work at the 
microphone and are just relishing the 
chance to be From The Jam.

DUAL ROLE: Paul Bettany stars in Inkheart and The Secret Life of Bees

PAUL Bettany is a busy 
man. His two latest films 
- The Secret Life Of Bees 
and Inkheart - are about 
to reach cinemas within a 
week of each other and 
he’s currently filming the 
Darwin biopic Creation 
with his wife, Jennifer 
Connelly 

When we get a moment to 
speak, he’s en route from the 
Creation set in Wiltshire to meet 
Jennifer in London, where she’s 
promoting her latest film, a sci-fi 
adventure with Keanu Reeves. 

The British actor, who’s now 
based in New York, achieved lead¬ 
ing-man status in 2004’s 
Wimbledon before playing a 
twisted monk in The Da Vinci 
Code. 

Despite working continuously 
since then, it’s clear the most 
important role in his life now is 
being a father to his two sons, Kai, 
11, and Stellan, five. 

‘When my films are coming out, 
I have to do a lot of press and peo¬ 
ple tend to see you more and 
recognise you, but then I’m able to 
flip back into being a dad again, 
which is great,” the 37-year-old 
says. 

It was actually the couple’s eld¬ 
est son who inspired Bettany to 
take on his latest role in the fi lm 
adaptation of the first book in 
Cornelia Funke’s Inkworld trilo¬ 
gy- 

“Kai was reading Inkheart him¬ 
self when the script turned up 
and he was loving it, so in quite a 
cynical attempt to make him 
think I was cool, I decided to take 
the part,” Bettany says. 

Inkheart tells the story of 12- 


year-old Meggie Folchart and her 
bookbinder father Mo (Brendan 
Fraser), who has the power to 
‘read’ fictional characters out of 
books who then swap places with 
real people. 

Unfortunately, while reading 
Inkheart aloud, he reads Meggie’s 
mother into the book and out 
come the evil Capricorn and a 
host of other magical folk, includ¬ 
ing fire-eater Dustfinger 
(Bettany), who tries to help find 


Meggie’s mother. 

“He was a really good character 
to play, because you couldn’t tell 
whether he was a goodie or bad- 
die to begin with,” says Bettany. 

“He’s a much more complicated 
goodie than we often get in mod¬ 
em children’s stories.” 

To get into character, Bettany 
had to learn to swing chains with 
flaming balls of fire on the end 
called poi - ‘YouTube it, it’s quite 
amazing” - but it’s not a party

trick he’s planning to keep. 

“What often happens with these 
things is the filming ends and I’ve 
got so bored and fmstrated at 
having tried to get something 
right for the film. It’s the same 
with tennis. I made Wimbledon 
and the moment it was over I did¬ 
n’t play again for years.” 

The all-star cast is completed by 
Dame Helen Mirren, who plays 
Meggie’s great-aunt Elinor, Jim 
Broadbent as Inkheart’s author 
Fenoglio, and Andy Serkis as 
Capricorn. 

“The shoot was lovely, it’s a fam¬ 
ily film so there was a family 
atmosphere. My kids were out 
there a lot,” Bettany says. 

Dame Helen was in the midst of 
all the Oscars buzz over her per¬ 
formance in The Queen during 
the filming of Inkheart, but 
Bettany says she was down-to- 
earth and totally committed to 
her role. 

“She was so studious. I turned 
up for my first day of rehearsals 
and she had this huge carrier bag. 
I asked, What’s in the bag?’ and 
she said, ‘My research’. It was her 
research for the part in this kids’ 
movie. I couldn’t believe it!”

flipped up for extra stowage on the floor and 
with both sides fastened back you could even 
load a bike crossways. 

The backs also fold down in the convention¬ 
al way to create a cavernous load area. 

Other nips and tucks are better visibility out 
of the front quarterlight area, standard fit 
height adjustment on the driver’s seat - it might 
be supermini size, but you can now have a high¬ 
er MPV-style driving position - and further 
improvement to the ride quality. Both petrol 
engines are refined, lively and frugal enough to 
cover the omission of a diesel - the company 
hints at a future hybrid option instead.

KCC's proactive 
effort to beat the 
recession gloom

KENT County Council leader Paul 
Carter has launched a wide-rang¬ 
ing ten-point plan aimed at pump¬ 
ing some energy into the county’s 
beleaguered business community 

As a new year looms with the prospect of a 
recession Mr Carter unveiled measures such 
as the council paying businesses what they’re 
owed quicker, making it easier for firms to bid 
for contracts and a new business information 
and action centre. 

He told delegates of around 100 local firms 
and organisations at a business breakfast in 
Maidstone, held in conjunction with Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce: “I am deter¬ 
mined we will support Kent businesses as far 
as is possible through this difficult economic 
recession. 

“As chairman of the county’s Public Sector 
Board I will be encouraging other public sector 
agencies to do likewise.” 

He said: “I want to ensure there are as many 
Kent jobs created for Kent people as possible. 

“KCC is one of the biggest employers in the 
county and spends 40 per cent of its budget on 
goods and services - more than £320 million 
every year - with small and medium sized 
Kent businesses. 

“For example, a Kent firm, R Durtnell and 
Sons Ltd, will build the Turner Contemporary 
Gallery in Margate, creating employment 
opportunities and a focal point for regenera¬ 
tion in Thanet.

“And the £600 million Building Schools for 
the Future Programme is already being deliv¬ 
ered in large part by Kent architects and 
builders, alongside their commitment to 400 
local apprenticeships. 

“I want to do even more and make it easier 
for local firms to access contracts like these 
and take advantage of others in the region 
such as the construction of the Olympic sites. 


We will also aim to pay our suppliers quicker 
and help businesses to access grant aid.” 

His ten-point plan is: 

• Speed up the payment of invoices from 30 
days to 20; in some cases this is down to seven 
days already. 

• Drive forward KCC’s capital programme of 
£850 million over the next two years to pro¬ 
vide more employment opportunities for Kent 
fir ms . 

• Establish what is called Kent Property 
Enterprise Fund 2, placing KCC’s vacant 
unsold property assets into a fund to be 
worked up into joint venture developments 
with the private sector. 

• Expand KCC’s approved list of contractors. 

• Streamline KCC’s contracts to make it easi¬ 
er for small and medium sized firms to apply 
for council contracts and open up and raise 
awareness of tendering opportunities in and 
outside Kent. 

• Provide a ‘Kent Business Support Centre’ on 
KCC’s website and through a team of advisers 
to improve access to council procurement and 
support. This should be going live next month. 

• Support and signpost businesses to grant 
aid available through regional, national and 
European channels. 

• Lobby government for a reduction and 
removal of unnecessary regulation and 
bureaucracy. 

• Encourage and facilitate consortia of Kent 
businesses to compete for larger public sector 
contracts outside of Kent. 

• Review Kent’s ‘marketing’ and promote 
Kent’s USPs - unique selling points. 

Later Mr Carter told KOS Media he is meet¬ 
ing Thames Gateway minister Margaret 
Beckett next month to talk about housing 
issues and he’ll be pushing for more flexibility 
in planning guidance. 

“There has got to be some relaxation on 
housebuilders. At the moment you have to be 
barking mad to build new homes where there 
are not the mortgage funds available and 
there’s got to be a reality check on some of the 
requirements placed upon housebuilders - be 
more flexible to stimulate the industry.” 

He also said the county’s economic regenera¬ 
tion strategy would be published next month.

Willis backs Khan 
England call-up 

KENT coach Simon Willis has backed 
Amjad Khan to break into the Test team 
and expects fellow paceman Robbie Joseph 
to join him in a future England bowling 
attack. 

Danish-born Khan was called up to the 
Test squad for the series with India to 
replace the injured Ryan Sidebottom, after 
impressing while at an England training 
camp in Abu Dhabi. 

The Kent fast bowler narrowly missed out 
on his England debut in the first Test as 
captain Kevin Pietersen opted to give a 
debut to spinner Graeme Swann instead. 

If he were to play in the second Test in 
Mohali, which begins on Friday, it would cap 
a miraculous comeback from the 28-year- 
old. Khan spent 16 lonely months on the 
sidelines recovering from a cruciate liga¬ 
ment injury which threatened to end a 
promising career. However, after making 
his long-awaited return to the Kent team 
midway through the season, he played just 
a handful of games for the county before get¬ 
ting an England call-up. 

Willis, his coach at Canterbury, admitted 
he was slightly shocked that Khan made the 
squad so soon but believes his hard work on 
the road to recovery justifies his inclusion. 

“Amjad is a very focused individual,” he 
said. “He put in a lot of hard hours to get 
back from injury and I think England have 
noticed that. He obviously has that raw pace 
and the ability to reverse swing the ball in 
dry conditions, which is a big advantage 
when touring somewhere like India. 

‘The call-up will give him a massive boost 
because he has sat 12 months on crutches 
and now he is on the fringes of the Test side. 
I’m sure he will come back in the summer 
looking to take wickets for Kent.” 

Fellow county team-mate Robbie Joseph 
was also part of the training in Abu Dhabi 
and although he didn’t make the full squad 
Willis believes he is one for the future. 

“RJ had a fantastic summer but he is 
probably a lot more unknown to those in the 
England set-up than Amjad,” he said. 
“Robbie has just come out of the second 
team but I am sure when they see a bit more 
of him he will also stand a good chance of 
making the England side.”
